The video was horrifying: Dairy workers 
whipped cows with chains, kicked them 
and used tractors to hoist up sick cows and 
pack them onto trucks as the animals 
moaned in pain. 

The 2014 video from a New Mexico dairy 
led to charges against four workers and the 
shutdown of the dairy, a major supplier of 
pizza cheese. It was one in a series of under- 
cover videos that animal rights activists say 
show real life on dairy farms, an assertion 
that the dairy industry vigorously denies. 

After a video surfaced Thursday of dairy 
workers beating cows with metal rods at a 
dairy in Okeechobee County, Publix sus- 
pended that dairy’s deliveries and the Okee-
